For example, 
does the official employing a speed trap put it in the dangerous 
places where speeding at any time is a menace to life, or does he 
usually place it along some lonely, beautiful stretch of highway, 
where there is very little traffic and where it is safer to drive 50 
miles an hour than it is to drive 20 miles an hour elsewhere? 

A considerable use of traps in places wher they are most neces- 
sary would not have resulted in so much feeling against them as 
has been developed in some quarters. Orange county is one of 
the famous trap counties. The Santa Ana Register probably reflects 
the sentiments of the people in that county when it defends traps 
onder all conditions.

ETERNAL WGILANCE 
PRICE OF LIBERT 


Characterizing the indiffereng¢ 
of the American people to world 
conditions as the crime of the age 
and declaring their smug attitude 
of: satisfaction extremely danger 
ous; Dr: R. B, von KleinSmid, 
president of the University of 
Southern California, in a stirring 
addtess before 500 . men and 
women at thé annual ‘‘States 
‘banquet’’ at the Ontario Cane 
of. Commerce Tuesday night, eall- 
ed upon his héérers to awake to 
the necessity of guarding the 
great institutions of freedom 
which have been handed down to 
Americans of today by their fore- 
fathers.. 

‘“‘We have been so long posses- 


sed of these great boons,’’ de-, 


elared the speaker, ‘“which are 
fundamental necessities of our 
progressive national life that we 
fail to grasp the importance of 
them.”’ 

Dr. von KleinSmid went on to 
point out that the fact of America 


guarantee that its democratic in- 
stitutions are not in. peril. He 
cited the eases of the Republic of 
Mexico and of a number of South 
American and Central American 
countries which have already cele- 
brated the hundredth anniver- 
saries of their republican forms 
of government and pictured the 
revolutionary uprisings which 
continually tear them asunder. 

Then, bringing his point home, 
the speaker referred to the de- 
fiance of state and nation at 
the hands of the Ku Klux Klan 
throughout the United States, to 
railYoad strikes which leave in- 
valid women and day-old babies 
stranded on a burning desert and 
declared such affairs but one 
step from revolution. 

Dr. von KleinSmid saw great 
promise in a new spirit of sym- 
pathetic understanding and great- 
er co-operation which he believed 
to be an outgrowth of the world 


war. He referred to the many 
organizations throughout the 


United States which have sprung 
up to foster this new spirit and 
declared it a movement toward 
better national life. 

Continuing, the speakér deelar- 
ed the time for national minded- 
ness past and that the United 
States must be inter-national 
minded rather.than sit smugly 
back in the belief that if it lets 
the world alone, the world will 
let America alone. 

“Ags a great nation on whom 
the leadership of the world has 
been thrust, we cannot disregard 
the troubles of other nations,’’ 
the speaker declared. ‘‘In our 
spirit of exaggeration following 
the war, we are content in the 
knowledge that we are the great- 
est nation, so let the rest of the 
world go hang, but we must think 
seriously of our part in these 
days of reconstruction for to play 
no part is not only cowardly, but 
dangerous. 

‘‘Because we have these institu- 
tions of a great democracy, we 
must guard against the complac- 
ent feeling that they cannot be 
taken from us,’’ declared the 
speaker in closing. ‘‘We must 
strive for a sympathetic under- 
standing of the problems of other 
countries and awaken to the 
necessity of the American people 
euarding the sacred institutions 
handed down to us by the sacri- 
fice of our forefathers so that 
we may sing with a clear con- 
science those words in the last 
stanza of ‘America’: 

‘Long may our land be bright 

With Freedom’s holy light.”’ 

H. E. Swan, president of the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce, 
as chairman of the evening, spoke 
a word of welcome, made a plea 
for the hearty support of the 
chamber and introduced the 
speaker. 

The Chaffey orchestra furnish- 
ed musie during the dinner, Neill 
North, tenor; favored the assem- 
blage with two groups of vocal 
solos, and S. Earle Blakeslee led 
in community singing.

Euro- 
pean nation is economically able to 
make it, unless there is a marked 
change in conditions.

Not Overworked 

Daniel Cupid, Joe Stork and Old 
Man Grim Reaper all took it com- 
paratively easy during the month of 
January, just closed, according to fig- 
ures in the office of City Clerk D. 
B. Wynne today. Records ‘of mar- 
riage licenses, births and deaths in 
Ontario for the past: month in eaéh 
instance showed decreases over the 
corresponding month of 1922. 

The greatest falling off was in the 
number of local marriage licenses, 
there being only nine for January, 
1923, as against 16 for the first month 
of 1922. 

Sixteen births were recorded dur- 
ing the past month as against 21 for 
January, 1922, but it is probable that 
several more certificates for Janu- 
ary will yet be turned in. 

There were just 14 deaths record- 
ed in Ontario during the past month, 
which is a-dectease of four over 
January, 1922, when a total of 18 
were recorded. 





Truck Tax Expected 

That a ton-rate tax on trucks and 
a special tax of one cent a gallon 
on gasoline for the purpose of main- 
taining the state and county high- 
ways of California, are not far dis- 
tant was the belief expressed today 
by O. S. Roen, city service manager, 
who represented the city and the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce at 
Wednesday's meéting of road boost- 
ers at the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr. Roen stated today that with 
the announcement of Supervisor 
Cogswell of Los Angeles County that 
the upkeep of paved highways 
amounts to $1,000 per mile annual- 
ly, the matter of maintenance was 
given serious consideration by the 
meeting, which, according to Paul 
G. Hoffman, chairman, was “called 
as a forum to discuss the roads of 
Southern California, not with the 
idea.of embarrassing the State High- 
way Commission, but with the idea 
of helping it.” 

Many at the meeting, according 
to Mr. Roen, urged that steps be 
taken for levying some sort of ad- 
ditional tax on trucks to hheip main- 
tain the highways, it being pointed 
out that the heavier vehicles are 
the ones responsible for the major 
portion of the damage and should 
therefore bear the brunt of the ex- 
pense of upkeep. 

The one-cent tax on gasoline also 
met with the apparent approval of 
the majority of those present, it be- 
ing advocated that instead of the 
present division, one-third of the 
amount go to the state for upkeep 
and the remaining two-thirds to the 
counties, with the understanding 
tHat they make some equable distri- 
bution to cities for the maintainance 
of streets which form connecting 
links in highways. ° 

The importance of taking up with 
representatives in the state legis- 
lature the need of some action look- 
ing to the maintainance of highways 
was urged.

WHAT’S IN THE NAME OF A 
BOARD? 





One of the tasks before the Cen- 
tral Committee on Lumber Standards, 
which is seeking to standardize sizes 
and nomenclature of lumber, is to 
adopt single significant names for 
the lumber made from. different 
species of wood.

Norway pine (pinus 1esinosa) travels 
under the names of Norway pine, red 
pine, hard pine and Canadian red 
pine. Western white pine (pinus 
monticola) is variously known = as 
western white pine, Idaho white pine, 
white pine and British Columbia real 
white. pine. Western yellow pine 
(pinus ponderosa) adds to the con- 
fusion by being designated as bull 
pine by the United States Forest Ser- 
vice and locaily as western yellow 
pine, western pine, western soft pine, 
western white pine, California white 
pine, Oregon western pine, Washing- 
ton western pine, Washingtin white 
pine, Montana pine, Montana western 
pine, Arizona soft pine, Arizona white 
pine, New Mexico white pine, Mexi- 
can white pine and British Columbia 








The sugar pine (pinus 
labbertina) gets along with two 
names—sugar. pine and California 


sugar pine. The longleaf pine of the 
South (pinus palustris) has about 20 
names, including longleaf pine, long- 
leaf yellow pine, southern hard piney 
southern heart pine, hill pine, pitch 
pine, longstraw pine, North Carolina 
pitch pine, Georgia pine, Florida pine, 
Texas yellow pine, lJongleaved pine, 
hard pine, heart pine, southern yel- 
low pine and fat pine. The south- 
ern shortleaf pine (pinus echinata) 
is variously called  shortleaf pine, 
shortleaved yellow pine, shortleaved 
pine, yellow pine, Virginia yellow 
pine, North Carolina pine, spruce 
pine, bull pine and rosemary pine. 
The loblolly (pinus taeda) is com- 
monly known as loblolly pine, old- 
field pine, North Carolina pine, sap 
pine, slash pine.

THE DEEPEST SNOW 





The greatest snowfall in the United 
States occurs in the Sierra Nevada 
and Cascade Mountain ranges of the 
Pacific Coast states, according to the 
weather bureau of the Department 
of Agriculture. At some places in 
these mountains from thirty to forty 
feet of snow falls during the winter 
season. At Summit, California, which 
has an elevation of about 7,000 feet 
above the sea level, nearly sixty feet 
of snow has been recorded in a 
single season. About twenty-five feet 
of this snow fell during one month.

In concluding, the resolution 
said: ‘Therefore, be it resolved, 
that the governor and state high- 
way commission be urged to put 
all three of these essential trans- 
continental routes in a travelable 
condition at an early date, and, 
be it further resolved, that im- 
mediate steps be taken to com- 
plete the El Centro to Yuma link, 
particularly that 10-mile portion 
near the Yuma Indian reservation, 
and thus make available at least 
one transcontinental roadway.”’

THE BURDELI. MURDER 


HENEVER a mysterious murder

| politan police ‘force, a murder which | 


included every element of the sensa- 
tional and bizarre, 

Dr. Harvey, Burdell, the chief figur 
in the mystery, was a dentist who,” 
solely through his own efforts had, 
built up a wide and extensive practice 
in the city and had been connected 
with at least three approaches to 
matrimony which had resulted in pre- 
nuptial quarrels and consequent Sever- 
ance of agreements. At the time of 
his death, Dr. Burdell had been living 
in a house rented by a Mrs. Cunning- 
ham, the dentist using one of the 
front rooms for his office and sleeping 
at the rear. He kept only one serv- 
ant, a combination office-boy and valet 
who slept outside the house. The only 
residents of the building were a manu- 
facturer named Eckel and George V. 
Snodgrass, the son of a clergyman. 


One rainy afternoon Dr. Burdell left 
the house about five O’clock and, as 
several persons afterwards testified, 
walked in the direction of Broadway 
up Chambers street. Mrs, Cunning- 
ham and her two other lodgers were 
in the house all evening, but heard 
nothing which seemed in the least out’ 
of the ordinary, retiring at the usual 
hour, 

Early the next morning, the office 
boy attempted to enter Dr. Burdell’s 
office in order to attend to his usual 
round of cleaning and found that the 
door appeared to be jammed by some 
heavy object pressing against it from 
the inside. Pushing harder, the door 
finally gave way and the servant stag- 
gered into the room, only to be halted 
by the sight of his employer lying 
upon the floor, fully dressed and with 
the light still burning brightly. The

corpse, however, was covered with | 
clotted blood and there were large 
splashes of blood over practically 
every piece of furniture in the room, 
as well as on the floor, the walls and 
a portion of the ceiling. The dentist 
had evidently put up a hard fight for 
his life but had finally suecumbed to 
the more than a dozen wounds found 
upon his body—vounds which had 
very evidently been made by a long, 
slender dagger, something on the order 
of a stiletto. 

Further to complicate matters, the 
investigations of the police developed 
that at least two persons had been 
connected with the crime—one_ of 
them having partially throttled the 
dentist by means of a thin cord, while 
the other had repeatedly stabbed him. 
The position of the Wounds also. indi- 
cuted that one of the assailants was 
left-handed, for no right-handed per- 
son could have delivered blows at the 
angles of those in Dr. Burdell’s bedy. 

Upon the slight evidence presented 
by the fact that Mrs. Cunningham, the 
landlady, wus left-handed, she was im- 
mediately arrested as were Eckel and 
Snodgrass. But, at the trial, which 
ensued, the defense was able to riddle 
the statements of the prosecution, 
with ridiculous ease, presenting a num- 
ber of counter questions which, were 
still unsolved by the theory of the 
police that Mrs. Cunningham, with 
the aid of her lodgers, had killed Dr. 
Burdell. Among these were: 

Where had the dentist been during 
the time which elapsed between five 
o'clock when he left the house and mid- 
night, the hour at which the murder 
hae been committed? A number of 
persons had seen him go out, but no 
one had seen him return, 

Why had the noise of the struggle 
not auroused a woman in the next 
house, separated only by a very thin 
wall? What were the papers which 
had been burned inthe fireplace of the 
murder-chamber? If Mrs, Cunning- 
ham, Eckel or Snodgrass had been iin- 
plicated in the crime, why did none 
of their clothes bear the slightest stain 
of blood, while the room where Dr. 
Burdell had been Killed was literally 
smeared with it? And, finally, what 
was the motive for murder—since the 
dentist’s Jewelry and several hundred 
dollars in cash had not been touched? 

After the trial, which lasted only 
three days and resulted in the im- 
mediate acquital of Mrs. Cunningham, 
the landlady sprung another sensation 
when she declared that she had been 
married to Dr. Burdell and that she 
was entitled to his estate. Her con- 
tention, however, was never fully es: 
tablished and she lost her suit for the 
property of the dead man, finally dy- 
tng in poverty in a tiny flat in Harlem, 
while .Dr. Burdell’s brother went in- 
sane as a result of the strain of the 
trial and Eckel! died in the Albany 
penitentiary, Awhile serving a sentence 
in connection with the whisky frauds. 

Years have elapsed since the Burdell 
murder, but today the case is just as 
much of a mystery as it was upon that 
morning early in January when the 
body of the dentist was discovered by 
his valet.
